The reception on Monday will be in 
the form of an open house to all the 
University students, faculties and 
friends. The administration officers of 
the University, with their wives, and 
the deans and their wives will be in 
the receiving line. One member 6f the 
faculty will speak, and the Glee Club 
will offer several selections. 

An orchestra will furnish music for 
dancing, and punch will be served 
throughout ihe afternoon. A cardial 
invitation to attend has been extended 
to all students, all members of the. fac- 
ility, and to all alumni and friends, 
and it is hoped that a large niiniber 
will turn out tor the occasion. 

'The Pijom at Rauscher’s on Thurs- 
day night promises to be a large 
dauce.

End of Flret Half Finds George Wash- 
ington in Lead by Five Pointe. 

Outiueked In Second Half. 

Receiving all the breaks tn the last 
half, 'Virginia Polytechnic defeated 
George Washington, 26^20, ( at the 
Central Coliseum, Ninth and Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue, ’Tuesday evening, Feb- 
ruary 15. The half-time was reached 
with the Hatchetiles on the long end 
of a 14 — 9 count. 

Both sidea received as their first 
tally a foul shot. Poly putting hers 
through first. The first basket ot the 
game was scored by Rhodes, who was 
destined to hang up seven baskets to 
hia total. He was the best scoring bet 
the Virginia boys had. From the mid- 
dle of the court Bracklow put a count 
through the netting, tieing up the re 
suit. This was followed by four sue-, 
cessful free tosses at ihe hands of 
Bpears. Rhodes again counted,- bu! 
through the clever passing game of 
the locals the ball was kept under the 
G. W, basket, enabling Spears and 
Loehler to count. Parrish, the big Vir- 
ginia center, tossed in one when i 
was unguarded, and with a successful 
foul shot brought Poly’s count lo 9. . 
little after Parrish got his snowllird, 
Bracklow counted again, followed b> 
two foul counters from Spears, bring- 
ing the G. W. count to 14., The half 
way station was' reached with Poly on 
the short end oi a 14 -D result. 

The old superstition Hiat lo change 
one’s jersey during a game change-; 
one’s luck, certainly worked lo Poly's 
credit in this game. In the first period 
they wore their regular Jerseys and 
had been outplayed by the lottifls till 
the way. In the second half Ihey ap 
peared In while Jei-seys and Iheir luck 
immediately changed. Parrish started 
things, and was lullo'wed by lw(» 
counters from (he polnl-scorin 
Rhodes, which changed the result lo 
read 16 — 14. From this point Virginia 
was never headed. Our boys met with 
continual hard luck, for the ball would 
roll tantalizlngly around the rim and 
then deliberately drop off, instead of 
through. Spears received a raw deal 
from luck when he stood half way be- 
tween the baskets on the left side of 
the court and tossed the leather Into 
the hoop In a very accurate shot, Ihe 
■ball going over half way In the nett- 
ing, changed its mind and jumped out. 
Rhodes put in some more deadly work 
by hopping the ball through the net 
ting twice more before Loehler made 
the final floor goal for the Hatchetiles, 
In the final half the boys from Blacks- 
burg used a five-man defense, making 
It necessary fbr the Hatchetiles to 
make long shots. 

Gallaudet Defeats Varsity 34 — 33. 

In a roughly played game. Gallaudel 
nosed out the Hatchetiles in an extra 
five-minute period, 34—33. The pre- 
liminary contest went to the G, \V. 
Frosh, 26 — 24. Both struggles were 
fought out in the gym at Kendall 
Green, Friday evening. February jl. 

The Varsity went Into the fray with 
a handicap, for they were without the

Governor Frederick H. Parkhuret, of 
Maine, Former G. W. Student, 
Succumbs to Diphtheria. 

Frederick H. Parkhurst\' governor of 
Maine, and a member of the George 
Washington Alumni, of the Law Col- 
lege. died on January 31 as a re.suU of 
diphtheric infection under the tongue, 
^ro^ which lie had been suffering for 
a period of three weeks. Govcrnoi> 
Parkhurst graduated from the George 
Wa61itnglon Law College with the 
Class 01 1887 (at that time known 
«S the Columbian University I.,aw 
■Schoo'), He was admilted to Ihe bar 
in Bangor, Maine, Iris birthplace, and 
became engaged in Hie manufacture of 
trunks, a business estgbli.ihed bv his 
talher. 

Governor Parkhurst had served in 
both branches of the State legislature 
and as chairman of ihe Uepiibiican 
State Committee,
